SUBJECT: Method of Effecting Payment of 

Membership Dues in the lnteraaiioiiaL_- 
Criminal Police Commission 


In making a check as to whether payment had been made 
of our dines in the above commission for the fiscal year 1947, it 
was ascertained that the State Department returned our voucher 
to the Department of Justice under date of December 4, 1947, ad- 
vising that it would be unnecessary in the future to prepare a 
Form 1080 voucher to effect payment of our membership fee in the 
commiseion. Instead, the State Department will instruct its 
consul at Geneva, Switzerland to pay the fee and draw a draft 
against the Bureau’s appropriation. This will have the effect 
of speeding up the payment to the International Criminal Police 
Commission. We will still have to write a letter to the State 
Department requesting that the payment be made but would not prepare 
any voucher. 

In view of the above facts, the Machine Accounting Section 
is being instructed to enter in the Voucher Register the amount of 
the fee as an obligation upon the receipt of a copy of our letter 
to the State Department requesting that the payment be made. It 
will not be entered in the audited or paid voucher register until 
a copy of the draft has been received, indicating that the State 
Department has been reimbursed for the payment. 

For your further information, it should be called to 
your attention that a draft, as far as I have been able to ascertain, 
is in the nature of a counter warrant, which, means that it goes 
direct to the Treasury Department for payment and we probably wculd 
not get a copy for several months after payment has actually been 
made from our appropriation by the Treasury Department,

The Executive Conference of 12-11-47 considered the inouiry 
from Legal attache Telford of Paris for the Bureau’s views on the request £; !___ 
of th^ International Criminal Police Commission, which inquired as to the* 1 *’* 1 
Bureau' s^atti* ids tcrard elcter.aing to. the ; J. S. Secret Service and the 
Narcotics Bureau an invitation to attend the annual general assembly of -y 

the I CPC next year in Prague, Czechoslovakia. It was not the expressed intention o^j 
the ICPC to offer membership to these organizations bat to encourage their interest 
and cooperation in the sub-commission on counterfeiting and forgery and upon the 
international control and suppression of narcotics. It was suggested that an 
American representative of each of these services be invited to attend, either as 
observers or as members of the American delegation, vtith the "FBI a3 the head*" 

Messrs. Tolson, Mohr, McCuire, Ladd, Kease, Rosen, and Clegg recommend 
that the Bureau inform Mr. Telford that it understands that the FBI is the American 
representative in this organisation and that if there is any information which they 
desire to relay to or receive from officials of other police agencies in the U, S. 
that they should make known their requests for *such information and make their contacts 
through the FBI. It was thought possible that the ICPC might be laying the groundwork 
for eventually collecting a membership fee from --30 other police agencies in the USA, 

If the .'BI is to be the representative from the V. 5. on this Commission, it would 
seem unwise for other agencies, not participating in paying the fee or assuming the 
responsibilities, to designate delegates to attend the conventions and conferences, 

Messrs, davin, Harbo and Tamm were of the opinion that we should write to 
slford, indicating that the Bureau has no desire to express any opinion as to 
they invite any other police agency in the United States and that this would

On February 12, 1948, the operator in the Washington Radio 
Station was requested by the I CPC station in Paris to accept a radio 
message for relay to Santiago, Chile* Inasmuch as the Santiago Radio 
Station which has been mentioned by the ICPC le not presently in 
operation, or at least is not in contact with the Bureau, the message 
was not accepted. 



A letter from Prague, which does not have a radio station, 
requested that certain information be sent to it via the ICrC radio 
network. Coa^> lying with the latter request does not appear to be 
consistent with the action taken in connection with -the refusal to 
relay via cable to Santiago. 


It is noted the Executive Conference memorandum for the Director 
dated August 14, 1947, reconnended the Bureau afford the services of its 
radio to coucnnicate with Paris and to relay, whan necessary, comnuni cations 
from the Co mission to other Western Hemisphere countries when such relay 
work was practical: that this work be eontimed until the volume became so 
great as to involve necessary additional personnel and expanse. A 
determination of hcrw far the Bureau will go in relaying messages to other 
law enforcement agencies in this and other countries in the Western Hemis- 
phere appear* necessary. 


RSCOMMSKQATIOH t 


It is recommended that the Bureau accept messages at the Washington 
radio which are to be delivered to law enforcement agencies in the United 
State* or which are to be relayed to foreign countries having radio stations 
in the ICPC radio network. Where some special provision for cable payment 
is made relay to foreign countries could be undertaken, however.

As a matter of information, it is noted that in connection with 
the radio circuit with the International Police Commission at Paris, 
which in accordance with the Bureau’ s letter of January 10, 1943, was placed 
in regular scheduled operation January 23, 1948, the Paris Terminal has been 
experiencing considerable difficulty in providing readable signal at Washington. 
This difficulty was expected, based on our earlier test with the Faris station 
and is primarily occasioned by the frequencies selected for operation by Paris. 
It. is known that they are seeking new and better frequency authorizations. 



Tb date, only a single message has been received from Paris since 
the initiation of regularly scheduled service, that message having been received 
on February 5, 1948.

On May 3 the Conference composed of Messrs. Tolson, Tamm, Glavin, 

Tracy, Mohr, Nichols, N. H. McCabe, Ladd, Rosen and Harbo considered the 
proposal of Horton R. Telford, Legal Attache at Paris, France, that the 
Bureau reestablish the radio link between Washington and I CPC at Paris. 

(This radio link was in operation for several weeks but was terminated on 
fjiarch 27 pursuant to the Director's approval of Executives Conference recommenda- 
l tion dated March 9, 1948. 



Mr. Telford, in his letter of April 23» points out that the former ICPC- 
Bureau radio link was the only radio communication facility between Paris and 
Washington except the regular commercial French telegraphic and radio service 
under the control of the Ministry of Post, Telephone and Telegraph; the latter is 
now used by all the government agencies in the Embassy including the State Depart- 
ment, Military Attache, Naval Attache, CIA and Mr. Telford. He further points out 
that the Embassy has for some time been perfecting plana for evacuation and 
I destruction of records in case of emergency; that the Ambassador is much concerned 
! lest we are overlooking a possibility of communication with Washington in case of 
emergency and has requested Telford to call this to the attention of the Director, 
since it is felt that in case of an invasion of France the French government radio 
and telegraphic system will be one of the first ministries to be taken over, 
leaving the Jkhassy completely cut off from the outside. Telford concedes there 
is no assurance that the same thing would not happen insofar as the I CPC radio 
station is concerned since it is not located at the Embassy for obvious reasons. 

The Conference was unanimously of the opinion that Telford's recommenda- 
tion be disapproved. It is felt that in the event there is a need for. in emergency 
radio station it should be located at the Embassy; that this is the r eiponei bill ty 
of the State Department or CIA. Certainly it is not the responsibility of the FBI. 


We withdrew from the I CPC radio network last March on the ground of laek_^, 
of facilities end personnel; further, because of the unsettled conditions in 
Europe and the possihle embarrassment and criticism which might be directed at us 
for carrying on radio communications in behalf of police agencies in countries "

Tbs Ambassador has therefore surges tod that tha Bureau consider re- 
establishing radio communication with tha I . C.P.C, if for no other reason 
than to hare it available la case of emergency and if and when no other 
means of ocaewnioation is possible. 

It has furthermore bean suggested that if the Bureau agree* to the 
above plan that the Bureau be prepared to automatically pass or. to the State 
Department ary coded message received which is obviously not in the Bureau 
code. If this is agreed to, the Embassy will make advance arrangements with 
the State Department communication canter as to what code, etc., will be 
used in such an emergency. In such a case the Bureau T/ould act simply as a 
receiving station for the State Department. 

Inasmuch as the I,C*P.C. f s offer to transmit coded message# to the 
Bureau from this office still stands, it is respectfully suggested that the 
Bureau give serious consideration to the Ambassador’s recommendation, with 
which the writer concurs. 

In view of the importance attached to this problem locally it is 
suggested that a cable gram reply be despatched.
